HELSINKI, March 5 (AP).—Low- 
swooping Finnish planes bombed 
and machine gunned Red Army 
forces crawling across the frozen 
Gulf of Finland today to attempt 
encirclement of shell-shattered 
VIIpuri. 

Unofficial repogts said a large 
number of Soviet troops had 
drowned and several tanks were 
sunk when bombs and coastal ar- 
tillery shells opened cracks in the 
ice. 

The Finnish High Command re- 
ported the air attacks without men- 
tioning results and said fighting 
still was in progress among the 
rugged capes at the mouth of 
Viipuri Bay in the mounting battle 
for possession of the strategic coast- 
al city. 

Immediate Soviet objectives were 
Haapasaari and Virolahti Islands, 
apparently with the purpose of 
gaining a base for operations on 
Finland’s Southern coast. 
Although heavy fighting reached 
the ruined city’s outskirts, Finns 
asserted the Russians still had not 
entered Viipuri proper, despite con-

The loan is td be for a period 
of 15 to 19 years, to yield 3 per 
cent interest and to be issued at 
par, Simon said. 

Lists will be opened next Tues- 
day and closed the following day. 

The loan will be redeemable at 
par on Oct. 15, 1959, with the Treas- 
ury reserving the right to redeem 
the issue in whole or in part at 
any time after Oct. 15, 1955, 

Plea to Small Investors. 

Ten per cent of all subscriptions 
are payable upon application and 
the balance on April 15, 1940, he 


said, disclosing that subscriptions 
would be limited between £10 and 
£1000 ($40 and $4000) per person. 

“The Government's appeal for 
subscriptions to a large loan had 
necessarily to be delayed until it 
was felt the market was ripe for 
an issue,” said Simon.

Members of Local No. 102 of the 
United Electrical, Radio and Ma- 
chine Workers of America, met at 
the Municipal Auditorium this aft- 
ernoon to vote on a plan to ad- 
vance $100,000 out of their wages 
to the Emerson Electric Manufac- 
turing Co, to induce the company 
to keep its main office and plan

The plan was proposed by officers 
of the union after efforts to enlist 
the aid of the Chamber of Com- 
merce had failed. The company an- 
nounced last December that it 
would move to Evansville, Ind., 
from which city it had received an 
offer of $100,000 for moving ex- 
penses. 

Almost all the company's 1250 em- 
ployes were at the meeting, since 
the plant at 1824 Washington ave- 
nue had been closed down for the 
day at 2 p. m. at the union’s re- 
quest. The union says it represents 
all but eight of the workers. 

The union’s plan proposes that 
the company start within 90 days 
to erect a new building in which to 
manufacture a new line of motors 
and that by March 1, 1942, at the 
latest, it announce plans for an 
entire new plant in which to house 
all its departments. 

Whenever the company had made 
final plans for its new plant, tt 
could start deducting from 5 to 10 
per cent of the employes’ wages 
until the $100,000 found, or what- 
ever was needed for moving ex- 
penses, had been raised, 

The company would then “use its 
best efforts” to keep its main office 
and plant in the St. Louis area for 
at least 10 years. When the $100,- 
000 had been created and used, the 
company would start paying it back 
to the employes by annual pay- 
ments of 15 per cent of its net prof- 
its after the deduction of dividend 
requirements for preferred stock. 

All the work of moving would be 
done by the company’s own em- 
ployes. If the company did not 
announce plans -definite for a new 
plant for all its operations by 
March 1, 1942, the proposal] for the 
$100,000 advance would be can- 
celed. 

The company’s board of direc- 
tors is scheduled to meet Friday. 
It has generally been expected that 
it would announce a decision then 
on whether or not to move from 
St. Louis.

FORCE ON COAST 
NEAR HONGKONG 


Warships Shell Chinese Po- 
sitions as Another Pene- 
tration of South China Is 
Attempted. 


HONGKONG, March 5 (AP).— 

panese warships shelled shoreline 
positions 20 miles north of Portu- 
guese Macao throughout the morn- 
ing and then landed a force for an- 
other penetration of South China— 
this one just across the mouth of 
the Pearl River from Hongkong, 
British crown colony. 

At the same time, Japanese 
planes flew in to break up any at- 
tempts by Chinese forces to con- 
centrate for reinforcement of their 
position above Macao and about 50 
miles south of Canton, 

Inhabitants of Chinese villages 

ithin the scope of the Japanese 
— flocked into Macao. 

The combined land, sea and air 
attack launched today is the first 
serious Japanese action in the 
lower Pearl River delta area since 
last fall's expedition which cap- 
tured Chungshan. Chungshan is 
center of the district of the same 
name which is the birth place of 
tens of thousands of Chinese now 
living in the Philippines, Hawaii 
and the United States. 

After a two-day occupation of 
Chungshan the Japanese withdrew, 
declaring that they would return 
if Chungshan again became a cen- 
ter for anti-Japanese activity and 
if the district continued to provide 
a channel for the movement of 
Chinese supplies from the Portu- 
> colony of Macao into South- 


Kwangtung Province, south of 
anton, into which the Japanese 
have not succeeded in penetrating. 
Shortly after the Japanese with- 
drawal last October, Rwangtung 
provincial forces and guerrilla, 
units returned to Chungshan, ham- 
pering Japanese control of the 
Pearl River, lifeline from the sea 
to Canton, 80 miles inland, Japan’s 
military and political headquarters 
in South China.

DISMISSAL PAY FOR SALARIED 
GENERAL MOTORS EMPLOYES 


Up to Half Year’s Wages for Those 
Released for Reasons Beyond 
Their Control. 

NEW YORK, March 5 (AP).— 
A tee of one-half month's 
to one-half year’s pay in the event 
of release ‘was given to more than 
40,000 salaried employes by General 
Motors Corporation today. 

The plan, announced by Chair- 
man Alfred P. Sloan Jr., provides 
that any salaried employe with a 
year or more of continuous service 
who is released for reasons beyond 
his control will be paid a “separa- 
tion allowance.” 

This will amount to 25 per cent of 
one month’s pay for each year’s 
service up to 10 years. For each 
year’s service in excess of 10 years, 
the allowance will be on the basis 
of 85 per cent of one month’s pay. 
The minimum allowance is one-half 
of one month’s pay and the maxi- 
mum is six months’ salary. The new 
plan is in addition to the income 
security and layoff benefit plans 
already in operation for more than 
150,000 hourly rated factory em- 
ployes of General Motors. The three 
plans together cover every employe 
of the company.

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In Matt Murray Trial 


AT $55,000 
Federal Court Approves 
City’s Full Claim After 
11 Years of Litigation— 
Interest 830, 000. 


After more than 11 years’ litiga- 
tion, the Wabash Railroad’s share 
of the cost of the Market street 
widening has been fixe: in United 
States District Court as $55,053, 
or with interest, nearly $85,000, 
Judge Charles B. Davis, last Fri- 
day, approved a ruling of Forrest 
C. Donnell, special master, made 
three years ago, holding the rail- 
road liable for the city’s full claim. 

The Wabash contended that the 
assessment against it was exces- 
sive, and that the railroad’s right- 
of-way should not have been made 
subject to the tax, which was levied 
against all property within a fixed 
distance of the Market street im- 
provement, from Vandeventer ave- 
nue to Third street. Besides the 
right-of-way, the railroad’s proper- 
ty in the benefit area includes in- 
dustrial sites. 

The judgment, as now rendered, 
is against the 80 parcels of land 
belonging to the railroad within 
the benefit district, and is not a 
lien against other property of the 
road. The road’s counsel havé un- 
til April 1 for a possible appeal of 
the judgment. Nat S. Brown, chief 
counsel, said yesterday that the 
question of an appeal has not been 
determined. 

Litigation over the city’s ‘claim 
has been in progress since 1928. 
The claim against the Wabash, for 
several years the largest one. re- 
maining ‘unpaid, has been carried 
separately on the Comptroller’s’ rec- 
ords.

Ray Morrison's signature to a

However that may be, the Rus-

N our way to the barracks, 
Oe as we were passing through 

the pine woods that slope sea- 
ward, we caught our first glimpse 
of the Eastern army at practice. 
Brown-skinned, with tan-colored 
turbans on their heads, the North 
Africans stood in isolated groups 
of three or five, facing one another, 
concentrating intently. 

Those with the drums beat in 
cadence, lifting their sticks high. 
Nearby, some puffy-cheeked war- 
riors were making their pint-sized 
clarinets produce weird wails. Off 
to one side, three cymbal experts 
were clanging their instruments 
over their heads, making the pine 
needles tingle. 

A native oficer went from group 
to group beating time. Then the 
din ceased suddenly. The men 
hung their drums and cymbals on 
trees and set their native clarinets 
in a circle on the ground. One of 
the clarinet blowers stood aside 
from the others to redo his turban. 
Then, at a command, they lined 
up to go to the barracks. It was 
their lunch hour. 

Native Foods. 

“Twice a week we serve tascous,” 
a French colonial officer informed 
us. That is, for the North Afri- 
cans, of course. We try to give 
them their native foods as much 
as possible. Naturally, Europeans 
get European cooking.” 

He led the way to the kitchen. 
When we entered, the corporal 
cook barked, “Fixe!” He and his 
three aids snapped to attention 
by their steaming cauldrons. 

There is no army rule about feed- 
ing colonial troops their native 
dishes, we were told. That is a 
matter which is left to the com- 
manding officers to decide. Almost 
invariably, however, the French go 
to great lengths to satisfy the crav- 
ings of their colonial soldiers for 
home cooking. They understand the 
importance of proper food; this un- 
derstanding goes back to Napoleon 
when he said that the army fights 
on its stomach. 

“They like their food heavily 
spiced,” one officer commented ‘in 
a tone of tolerant disapproval, as 
we stepped out of the regimental 
kitchens. 

Map on Wall. 

On the wall of.the officers’ mess 
they have put up a map of the 
Western front. Over there war was 
on. Here in the Near East there

An utterly unconvincing performance was given 
in the court of Circuit Judge Thomas J. Rowe Jr. 
yesterday in the latest fiasco in the John P. Nick-

In explain- 
ing his ruling in the fourth Nick trial—the ruling 
which kept the case of the movie union racketeer 
from the jury—Judge Rowe said that it was a close 
question which he had to decide. If his decision 
was as difficult as that in the Nick case, was he 
justified then in stopping the Putty Nose case when 
he was assured that evidence would be presented 
which could not be presented in the Nick case? Might 
he not have let the case be heard and then have de- 
cided on the facts as presented in court, as he did 
in the Nick case? 

His answer to the last question was that it was 
foolish to put the State to the expense of a useless 
trial. This would have been more convincing if 
courts and lawyers in Missouri had made a practice 
of showing concern for the cost of trials and criminal 
prosecution. It did not square with the quickness 
with which lawyers regularly invoke the costly rule 
of severance for defendants in criminal trials. Nor 
did it harmonize with the failure of Circuit Judges 
to use their influence to rid Missouri criminal pro- 
cedure of this automatic waste of time and money. 

As for Sigmund Bass and Paul Dillon, cast as 
Putty Nose’s No. 1 and No. 2 lawyers, what they did 
not do on the stage was more notable than what they 
did. For it will be remembered that they played 
Nick’s counsel in the earlier productions. In those 
roles, they were confronted with testimony of Fred 
Wehrenberg that he and two other theater owners 
paid Putty Nose $10,000 at the Jefferson-Gravois 
Bank on the day Nick signed the old wage-scale con- 
tract for the movie operators. 

As Nick’s counsel, Messrs. Bass and Dillon said 
in effect that the Putty Nose affair was none of their 
business. Putty Nose might have gone to the theater 
owners and asked them for money, he might have 
“conned” them out of their $10,000 (“conned” was 
Actor Dillon’s word), but “Nick was out of the pic- 
ture.” Had The Amazing Case of Putty Nose” been 
a full-length drama, with the case going to the jury, 
the audience inevitably would have seen Messrs. 
Bass and Dillon put in the position of having to 
reconcile, on the one hand, their readiness in the 
Nick case, to dump the blame on Putty Nose with, on 
the other hand, their defense of Putty Nose yester- 
day. Perhaps these masters would have reached new 
heights in character acting. 

Franklin Miller, in the role of Circuit Attorney, 
was, as usual, inadequate.

It would be untrue to say that all this has been 
in vain.

Now Secretary Ickes has sent to Congress a pro- 
gram which, in its broad outlines, promises to meet 
the situation. It would, first, anchor the remaining 
population in the drouth areas as far as possible 
through development of small water-conservation 
projects. Second, it would offer those already adrift 
in the Far Western states an opportunity to sink 
roote in the new territory to be made fertile by large- 
scale irrigation. 

The estimated cost of this human reclamation proj- 
ect is low. Mr. Ickes proposes the expenditure of 
$24,000,000 in the next five years in 14 states on 
small water projects, and about $50,000,000 annually 
for the completion of major irrigation projects in 
such areas as that adjacent to Grand Coulee.

trade. But there is an economic side to every science, 
profession and art, and medical practitioners have 
perforce adopted many of the methods used in com- 
merce, Certainly, so far as the patient is concerned, 
there is little if any difference between the parts of 
his budget that go for medical service and those 
which go for other forms of service or for commodi- 
ties. The court holds that there is no distinction; 
that by common law the term “trade” embraces medi- 
cine as well as commercial activity, 

The facts in the District of Columbia case have 
been acknowledged by A. M. A. leaders: that or- 
ganized medicine fought Group Health, Inc., a health 
co-operative; that members of the local medical 
society were forbidden to join the unit; that con- 
sultation of such members with group physicians 
was prohibited; that use of hospital facilities was 
denied to physicians affiliated with the group plan. 
This would certainly seem to be restraint of some- 
thing or other; whether it was of “trade” is a ques- 
tion for the courts to determine. 

Health co-operatives are developing all over the 
country, in an effort to solve the great problem of 
many citizens: paying for medical care. Organized 
medicine has frowned on them, and has fought them 


case. If such restraints and boycotts are found to 
be legitimate in the courts, then the co-operatives’ 
task of operating on a solvent and practical basis 
will be infinitely greater. 

That is the gist of the case now to be tried: 
whether health co-operatives will have a chance to 
prove themselves without restraints from organized 
medicine. Such a court case should never have been 
necessary. Had the A. M. A. heeded the public de- 
mand for health security, it would have taken the 
lead itself in sponsoring insurance and prepayment 
plans.

Tucker, Whether these were the exact 
words or not, there seems to be little doubt 
that Justice Black has won the respect of 
his associates on. the Supreme Court. 

Editor Grover Hall of the Montgomery 
Advertiser, who rarely takes time out for the 
sophomoric business of saying “I told you 
so,” permits himself to boast that he was 
one of the few who predicted a great name 
and useful career for Hugo Black at the 
time of the Supreme Court appointment. 

We are going to ask Editor Hall to make 
a little room for us on the prophets’ bench, 
for we were among that number, too, and 
were called at least as many unkind names 
for it as was the distinguished editor of 
the Advertiser. So, move over, Grover, 
please! 

That Justice Black, blessed with an ex- 
traordinarily quick and receptive mind and 
a great capacity for study, has learned 
much on the court and is s learning, is 
plain to all fair-minded men. But those who 
have known him longest know he came to 
the court with certain human sympathies 
and constitutional ideals which, even though 
compromised in one unhappy instance, have 
always been a part of him. 

For good example, the sympathies and 
ideals he put so notably into his decision in 
the recent Florida case “third- 


tion's highest tribunal that “no higher duty, 
no more solemn responsibility, rests upon 
this court than that of translating into liv- 
ing law and maintaining this constitutional 
shield deliberately planned and inscribed 
for the benefit of every human being sub- 
ject to our Constitution—of whatever race, 
creed or persuasion. . 

Nor when he wrote earlier in the same de- 


cision that “they who have suffered most 
from secret and dictatorial proceedings have 
almost always been the poor, the ignorant, 
the numerically weak, the friendless and the 
powerless.” He had said the same things 
before. He had said them, in fact, a whole 
quarter-century before, The incident is for- 
gotten now, but it deserves recalling. 

It happened in 1915. Hugo Black was the 
youthful (29-year-old) Solicitor (Prosecut- 
ing Attorney) for Jefferson County. On the 
basis of evidence carefully prepared and 
presented by him, the grand jury denounced 


the police and other city officials of Besse- 


mer for the manner of obtaining confes- 
sions from prisoners. 

In words obviously the Solicitor’s own in 
essence, the grand jury declared that Bes- 
semer police usages were “dishonorable, ty- 
rannical and despotic.” It described third- 
degree practices “so cruel that they would 
bring discredit and shame upon the most 
uncivilized and barbarous community,” with 
prisoners beaten until they were red with 
their own blood, in the effort to obtain con- 
fessions.” 

Strikingly akin to the words of Justice 
Hugo Black in the Florida decision of 1940 
were the words of Solicitor Hugo Black 25 
years earlier as reflected in this grand jury 
report: “We urge in the interest of ignor- 
ant, illiterate, poor and oppressed people 
who are ordinarily the chief sufferers in the 
hands of cruel, incompetent or unscrupu- 
lous officers, that steps be taken immedi- 
ately to stamp out the evil practice 

The sequel to this grand jury report was 
that when city officials of Bessemer denied 
the charges and protested the bad name 
given their community, a citizens’ commit- 
tee was appointed to hear and pass upon 
the evidence after Solicitor Black had of- 
fered to produce it. 

After several weeks of hearings, the com- 
mittee reported on Oct. 19, 1915, sustaining 
the charges of cruel and inhuman treat- 
ment of prisoners and third-degree methods. 
It recommended the dismissal of four police 
officers, asked for the resignation of the 
President of the City Council and the chair 
man of its Police Committee, and cited the 
Mayor as “not diligent in performing his 
‘official duties.”

Of Culinary 
Expressions 
By Edith M. Barber 


ERTAIN terms have definite 
meanings in the culinary dic- 
tionary. While ‘these are famil- 
lar to the experienced housekeeper, 
the beginner will find definitions 
of terms used in“ recipes helpful. 


BAKE—To cook in an oven. Ap- 
plies to all oven-cooked foods ex- 
cept meats, which when baked are 
usually known as roasts. 


BASTE—To pour liquids over 
food while cooking, especially over 
roasting meat. 


BEAT—To whip by lifting mix- 
ture rapidly up and over with fork, 
spoon, wire whisk, rotary or electric 
beater. 


BLANCH—To dip in boiling wa- 
ter generally in order to loosen 
skin. 

BOIL—To cook in a liquid which 
should bubble actively during the 
time indicated. Just enough heat 
should be applied to keep the liquid 
in this state, unless rapid boiling 
is designated in the recipe. 


BRAISE—To brown meat or veg- 
etables in small amount of short- 
ening and then to cook covered in 
the oven or on top of the stove, 
sometimes adding a small amount 
of liquid. f 

BROIL—To cook under or over 
direct heat. 

CHOP—To ‘cut in small pieces 
with a sharp knife or chopper. 

CREAM-—To soften shortening 
and to blend with sugar by rubbing 
and beating with a spoon. 

CRISP—To heat such foods as 
cereals until crispness has been re- 
stored, or to soak vegetables in 
cold water until firm. 

CUBE—To cut in small ‘square 


pieces. 


DICE—See cube. 

DOT—To scatter bits, such as 
butter, over surface of dish to be 
cooked, 

DREDGE—To cover with a thin 
coating of a dry ingredient such 
as sugar or flour. 

FOLD—To add ingredients such 
as whipped cream or beaten egg 
whites or sugar carefully with a 
cutting and folding motion to pre- 
serve air bubbles, 

FRY—To cook in hot fat. When 
a small amount is used the process 
is known as sauteeing or pan fry- 
ing. When food is partially covered 
with fat, the process is known as 
shallow frying; when food is sur- 
rounded with hot fat, process is 
known as deep fat frying.

looks at a sheet of his scrawl, he 
feels sick at heart. He has tried 
and failed. Maybe he has written 
a fine paper which is discounted 
because it looks so bad. Typewrit- 
ing is a way out for him. 

It is not always possible to al- 
low such a child to use a machine 
in class, but he can use it for 
homework. If there is a class for 
typing in the school, such a child 
is in great luck, for he can have 


but it is worth while if the child 
learns to spell in the end. Let 
such a child have a dictionary by 
him, do his own correction before 
the teacher inspects, and he will 
learn faster. 

Teach poor writers to write their 
signatures well. That much can be 
accomplished by even the worst 
writers. Give them a model, stick 
to that model, and keep him prac- 
ticing it until his name looks like 
somebody. The style of lettering can 
be suited to his abilities. If print, 
or manuscript is easier for him, 
that is what he uses. The idea is 
to enable him to write his name in 
a clear and characteristic fashion. 
Sometimes, not often, a poor writ- 
er discovers writing power by this 
one exercise. 

There is one important fact 
about this penmanship in school. A 
poor penman should not be penal- 
ized in other subjects because of 
his bad writing. It is hard to read 
a composition, or a test, that is 
written badly. The tired teacher 
resents it. But, if the matter is 
good, it should be credited in full. 
If it is felt necessary to mark the 
deficient penmanship deficient, do 
so, but it must not affect the sub- 
ject: mark. A D never encour- 
aged anybody to do better work.

HAS ROCKY MOUNTAIN spot- 
ted fever ever appeared in the 
Eastern states? 


Yes. There have been reports 
this year from Tennessee and Mas- 
sachusetts. The disease is spread 
by infected ticks, and ticks have 
been found to be very prevalent 
around Cape Cod. Summer resi- 
dents find ticks on themselves and 
on their dogs. . 

The importance of protecting the 
hands when removing ticks cannot 
be overestimated; likewise protect 
the body, particularly the legs, 
when traveling through grass or 
brush. | 

The tick season in the eastern 
United States extends from the first 
warm days of spring to mid-sum- 
mer. In Tennessee and other of 
the Southern states, a number of 
cases were reported in 1939. In the 
Southern states also endemic 
typhus fever is reported. 

In the case of Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever, small rodents act as 
reservoirs and the disease is trans 
mitted through the bites of infected 
ticks. In the case of endemic typhus 
fever, the animal reservoir is the 
rat and the insect vector the rat 
flea, 

Both diseases have a sudden on- 
set, with chill. and headaches, rap- 
idly rising temperature and a rash 
three to five days after. onset. 

Treatment has been tried by the 
use of sulfanilimide.
